At the present tine the Cryptanalysis Section ia maintaining a number of 
miscellaneous intercepts which are not now being used. ; Jt is recommended that 
this group of intercepts, listed on the attached sheet, be transferred to the 
Eighth Floor Administrative Files for maintenance similar to the intercepts pre- 
viously sent there. 


Retention rather than destruction of these intercepts is recommended for 
the following reasons; 


1. The Security Division may at ai y time request 
cryptanalytic work on portions of this traffic . 

2. Some of the traffic may become readable by virtue 
of information submitted to us in the future by 
our sources in Europe. 

It is also recommended that the card index Call letter File now maintained 
in the Cryptanalysis Section likewise be transferred to the Eighth Floor Adminis- 
trative Files. The Call Letter File is a cross index by call letters to certain 
miscellaneous messages listed on the attached group.

September 15, 19h2, pertaining to the above, subject, 

Mr. E.W. WOODRUFF, Manager of the United Fruit Company, Los 
Angeles, California, advised that his company had discussed with shippers 
the policy of the United Fruit Company in that it would expect to main- 
tain a schedule of ships going to Central American countries about every 
twenty-one days. However, there has been no information given to shippers 
concerning a schedule which reflects definite sailing dates by days * 

He further advised that the United Fruit Company ships are 
under foreign flags, six of the ships being under Honduran Registry and 
one under Panamanian Registry. Mr. WOODRUFF advised that the operating 
office on the Pacific Coast of the United Fruit Company is located at 
1001 - Irth Street, San Francisco, California, a Mr, BOSWELL being the 
manager of that office. He advised that the Honduran Consulate therefore 
would be quite conversant with the sailing schedule of these ships under 
Honduran Registry. 

A ship of the United Fruit Lines Company docks at Puerto Armulelles 
Panama about every week. This is a loading port for the return trip which 
cargoes consist principally of bananas after having discharged their cargoes 
of fruit, vegetables and construction materials at Balboa Canal Zone. The 
other ships on this schedule touch Manzanillo, Mexico; La Union, Salvador; 

San Jose, Guatemala; Corinto, Nicaragua; Puntarenas, Costo Rico about every 
three weeks. Coffee will be a new item for the United Fruit Compary to ship 
on its return cargo for the United States, inasmuch as 'many Eastern con- 
signees have requested the shipment of coffee along the West Coast route 
due to the hazard of submarines along the Atlantic Coast.
